Charges of conspiracy to defraud 
the government and of bribery, set 
forth in the petition for cancellation, 
will form tho foundation of the gov­ 
ernment’s criminal proceedings. 
Prosecuting 
of criminal charges 
need not necessarily await the result 
of the civil suits, it was pointed out 
here today, as the cases involved in 
the criminal cases will not be affla t­ 
ed by the court’s decision as to the 
validity or illegality of the

Eminent counsel today said that 
even if the leases were held technic­ 
ally within the law, criminal prose­ 
cution could proceed if it could be 
shown that a conspiracy w'as entered 
into to violate laws in order to get 
the leases or if bribery was resorted 
to.

DEFENSE OF KNUTSON AIDED BY 
CONGRESSMEN NEWTON 
AND NELSON 
(By United Pre&a) 
Washington, March 18.— Rep­ 
resentative Harold Knutson, of 
Minnesota, went on trial today 
in Arlington court, Virginia, on 
a statutory charge filed agai»st 
him when he was recently ar­ 
rested with L. M. Hull, a young 
government employe, at 9:30 
o’clock at night on a lonely Vir­ 
ginia road. 
Knutson, careful and confident, ap­ 
peared at tho court house shortly be­ 
fore the hour for his trial. 
His de­ 
fense w'as aided by Representatives 
Walter Newton and O. J. Nelson of 
Minnesota. 
John W. Wise and John R. Burke 
the Virginia highway police, who ar 
rested Knutson and Hull were to be 
tho principal witnesses against him 
Commonwealth 
Attorney Glouth 
said he would ask the maximum pen 
alty, or two years’ imprisonment, if 
Knutson and Hull were found guilty 
The case was opened by testimony 
of Traffic Officer John Wise, who told 
in detail the circumstances surround 
ing the arrest of Knutson and his 
companion, Leroy Hull. 
On the way to jail, Wise said Knut 
son offered to give the arresting offl 
cers $0 and forfeiting his car. 
He 
further promised to return to Wash 
iugton and get $100 for them. 
“He also said he would not have 
committed the offense had 
he 
not 
been drinking. 
We searched the car 
and found no liquor, nor did they 
show' evidence that they had been 
drinking.” 
After Wise had been cross-exam 
ined, the prosecution rested its case 
Counsel for the defense took strenu­ 
ous objection on the ground that the 
honor of congress was involved, and 
the public aud tho defense had the 
right to know all the facts. 
C. Glouth, commonwealth attorney 
refused to call any other witnesses 
but on motion of tho defense. Officer 
John R. Burke was called and cor­ 
roborated in substantial detail Wise’s 
story.

is going to play a more and more 
important part in the economic prog­ 
ress of this country. 
We are cornin 
to that point where we must mak 
the beginnings of intensive farmin g 
and henceforth we will boast 
less 
and less of our results per man and 
begin to turn our attention to the 
results per acre. 
We are discovering that the one- 
crcp farmer is oftenest on the finan­ 
cial shoals, and the wheat farmer 
the one on whom we are basing our 
direct plaints at this time, which is 
confirmation of th a t statement. 
Wheat, we are discovering, lias no 
much foreign outlet and we are t r y ­ 
ing to increase its consumption at 
home with a campaign of Eat Mere 
Bread. 
But at tho same time that 
wheat is lying useless in the bins, we 
are importing butter and cheese and 
other dairy products from the more 
congested 
district of Europe, ad d ­ 
ing the cost of transportation to tho 
original cost, and being more or less 
dependent on foreign supply. Danish 
butter is ne novelty on Iowa m arkets 
and imported cheese is a m a tte r of 
daily sale. 
At the same time we are nogleci- 
ing sadly 
the 
cow. 
which 
stands 
ready to mend 
all the deficits in 
dairy products, and at the same time 
to better our soil and to turn, with 
the most profit, th e pasturage ana 
feed into a quick and constant money 
crop. 
Tile weekly cream check, compared 
with the check from the sale of a 
crop of cern cr a bunch of hogs, may 
seem small, but th e cream cheek has 
a satisfying habit of repetition that 
is w arm ing to the pocketbook and 
endearing to the banker. 
It totals 
up well in the course of a year and 
is not wiped out by a fluctuation or 
two in the markets. 
T h e objection often made to the 
dairy cow is th a t she is a hard mis­ 
tress and requires careful adm inis­ 
trations twice a day. but the same 
objection obtains in many other lines 
of industry.

A merica has been slow in availing itself of the work done 
by its explorer, and discoverers. 
Territory to which the govern­ 
ment had such rights has been allowed to lapse to other nations. 
A case in point is the territory known as Wilkes Land, discovered 
and charted by Commander Charles Wilkes of the United States 
navy in the course of a tour of the* South Seas in 1840. The coast 
line of that continent extends for no less than 1,500 miles along 
the Antarctic circle from the 100th to the 100th meridians east of 
Greenwich. 
Its eastern end is about 1,000 miles south of New 
Zealand. 
It is believed that Wilkes Land is continuous to the 
South Pole, and in all probability contains vast deposits of oil, 
valuable metals and other minerals. 
In area it is almost equal 
to half of continental United States. 
The explorations of Commander Wilkes are set forth in detail 
on charts of the United States navy and of the British admirality. 
The title of the United States to the territory is generally admit­ 
ted, for in all the 84 years since its discovery there have \yevn no 
other claims filed upon them. But unless this country perfects its 
holding and provides for the government of Wilkes Land, it is 
likely to find itself involved in a controversy over its control. 
Even now the British are fitting out a ship for south seas explo­ 
ration which may visit the territory and set up conflicting claims.

tlon and was dropped. 
Since then the

conventions of the International Typo­ 
graphical Union hut no action taken 
until George W. Childs 
and 
A. 
J. 
Drexel presented the I. T. U. with a 
check for $10,000, at the 34th annual

The gift was accepted and the dispo­ 
sition thereof was referred to a spe­ 
cial com mittee of five. 
Nothing was accomplished until the 
Denver 
convention 
of 
1889, 
before 
which Louis R. Ehrlch appeared and 
asked that the homo be established In 
Colorado Springs, Colo. 
On behalf of 
the board of trade of this city, Mr. 
Ehrlch offered to deed to the In te rn a ­ 
tional 
Typographical 
Union 
eighty 
acres of land one mile east of Colo­ 
rado Springs, conditioned: 
T h at the I. T. U. would com mence 
th e erection of a home on said trac t 
w ith in two years, to cost not less 
th a n $20,000, and to be com pleted 
w ithin one year from date of com ­ 
m encem ent. 
Mr. Ehrich addressed the convention 
at length on the subject of locating the 
home at Colorado Springs. 
At the conclusion of Mr. E hrich’s 
rem arks, a resolution recommending 
“that a committee of three be a p ­ 
pointed consisting of the president, 
second vice president and secretary- 
treasurer, to arrange the details, to 
form ally accept the proposition, and to 
take such legal steps as may be nec­ 
essary In connection therew ith,” was 
adopted. 
Contributions from Members Solicited 
At the Denver convention the sum 
of $21,689.45 was reported in the hands 
of the trustees of the fund. 
The con­ 
vention having made no provisions 
for the raising of additional money to 
erect a home, an appeal for voluntary 
contributions, to be applied tow ard 
the building of the institution, was 
immediately issued to the members, in 
which it was stated that under the 
term s of the gift it would be necessary 
to commence the erection of a build­ 
ing by June, 1891. 
The appeal was 
responded to by many 
unions 
and 
members, and at the time of the m eet­ 
ing of the A tlanta convention in 1890, 
the contributions am ounted to $4,199.- 
55, which w as turned over to the home 
corporation, the creation of which w as 
authorized at this session. 
Home Building Decided Upon 
At a m eeting of the board of tru s t­ 
ees, on November 19, 1890, it was de­ 
term ined to build a $50,000 edifice, and 
a building com mittee was appointed 
to have charge of the work. On March 
17, 1891, this com mittee awarded the 
contract for the m ain building at a 
cost of about $60,000. 
The Dedication 
May 12, 1892, the anniversary of the 
birthday of Geo. W. Childs, w as set 
aside for the dedication of the home. 
The city of Colorado Springs w as 
crowded with people from all parts of 
Colorado, and many distant points. 


H. Munday, the poet printer. 
August 
Donath gave an interesting history of 
the home, and was succeeded by Sen­ 
ator Jacob H. G allinger,of New’ H am p­ 
shire, an old typo, who delivered the 
principal oration of the day. 
Short 
talks were made by Mr. (.’appellor, 
president of the National Editorial a s ­ 
sociation, and Bishop McLaren. 
L et­ 
ters were received and read from John 
G. W hittler, George W. Curtis, and tin* 
acting editor-in-chief of the New York 
World, expressing good wishes. 
The 
benediction by Dean A. It. Felfer, of 
Grace Church, Colorado Springs, fit­ 
tingly closed the services of the day. 
after which the building was opened 
for inspection. 
Colorado Springs, where the home is 
located, is a city of over 30,000 inhabi­ 
tants, situated upon a plateau about 
6,000 feet above the sea. 
Electric cars 
will take you to the m ountains only a 
few miles away. The charm s and fas­ 
cinations of the surrounding mountain 
scenery have furnished a them e for 
many pens. 
Who has not heard of 
Pike’s 
Peak, 
of 
Manitou, 
with 
its 
health-giving springs and picturesque 
villas, of the Garden of the Gods, (lieu 
Eyrie, and Cheyenne Canon? All these 
and many m ore a re close at hand, af­ 
fording a never-failing delight at each 
visit. 
Medicinal springs, with healing 
waters, bubble up amid tho foothills, 
and a light, dry atm osphere, with an 
abundance of clear w eather and bril 
Bant sunshine, has been and is doing 
wonders for the thousands of invalids 
who seek health and life in this vicin­ 
ity. 
The Home Site 
On a com m anding eminance, over­ 
looking Colorado S prings and the sur 
rounding plains, stand the hem e build­ 
ings. 
They face the west, and from 
this point we have a panoram ic viewT 
of the Rocky Mountains from Castle 
Rock on the north to the Spanish 
Peaks on the south, a distance of 120 
miles. 
To the west the land slopes 
down to the city, and to the southw est 
to Prospect Lake. 
To the south and 
east the land inclines to a dry creek. 
The soil is dry and loose, but produces 
abundantly when properly irrigated. 
On each side of the driveway, ex­ 
tending from the gateway to the m ain 
building—a distance of 650 feet—there 
is a broad cement w alk; bordering it 
and surrounding the home are lawns 
com prising an area of 12 acres. These 
lawns abound in flowers, shrubs and 
trees, m aple and elm altern atin g in 
front and along the driveway. 
The m ain building is of w hite lava 
stone, with red sandstone trim m ings 
The m ain edifice is 200 feet long by 50 
feet wide, with a wing to the rear of 


lh** north end 90 by 50 feet. 
Porches 
extend from the wing to the south end 
pf the building on the first and second 
stories, affording easy access to any 
part of the building from the rear. 
Each story contains a central hall the 
entire length of the building, every 
room opening into the main hallway, 
In addition to having outer windows. 
During the year 1914 the south wing 
of the main building was remodeled 
end Is used exclusively for hot pit a1 
purposes, giving 30 additional beds for 
afflicted residents. 
Bleeping porches 
w ere built on the east side of this por­ 
tion of the building, so that patients 
may he placed in the open air when 
w eather permits, which is practically 
all the time In the Colorado climate. 
In addition to these changes, an au to ­ 
matic electric elevator was Installed 
for the convenience of the residents 
and visitors; also an autom atic elec­ 
tric dumb w alter, for carrying trays to 
the patients on the various floors, was 
provided. The attic was rem odeled and 
divided Into 26 bright, sunny rooms, 
providing pleasant sleeping q u arte rs 
for the female employes. 
The old­ 
fashioned dorm ers w ere replaced by 
larger and more artistic ones, adding 
to the attractiveness of the building. 
Id 1917 the main building was fur­ 
ther enlarged by the erection of a new 
addition. 
T his addition has 35 sleep­ 
ing rooms, those un the east side of 
the building being arranged with sleep­ 
ing porches for patients who are re ­ 
quired to rem ain in bed a considerable 
portion of the time. 
On the ground 
floor Is located the general dining­ 
room for sanatorium patients with a 
seating capacity for 170. Diet kit* hens 
are located in convenient places on the 
upper floors and are used by nurses 
for preparing nourishm ent, palatable 
drinks, etc., for bed patients. 
East of 
and connecting with the main dining 
room is a large kitchen from which all 
food Is served for sanatorium patients. 
This addition Is well lighted and ven­ 
tilated, and all fixtures and furnishings 
are the last word in sanitation. 
The 
exterior of tile new addition is of m a­ 
terial and design which conform s to 
tile original main building. 
Another addition, costing $300,000, 
which will increase the capacity of the 
home 50 per cent, is now under con­ 
struction. 
Part of the addition will be 
a hospital annex completely equipped, 
including X-ray and surgical labora­ 
tories. 
In addition to the cost of the 
new buildings, $50,000 will he spent 
for hospital equipment. An entire new 
wing. Including sun porches and Sleep­ 
ing rooms, will he added to the main 
building. 
A broad stone stairway, protected by 
heavy balustrades, leads up to the 
massive archway to the portico. From 
the vestibule the open portals of the 
main entrance invite to spacious p a r­ 
lors, reception rooms and cham bers on 
either side of the main hull. 
Above 
the portico, in the second-story cap 
Course of sandstone, in raised Gothic 
letters, are the words, “Union P rin ters 
Homo," while on either side, through­ 
out the front elevation, suitable carv ­ 
ing ornam ents the exterior. 
The in­ 
side finish is or white pine, except the 
stairway, which is white oak, with 
carved panels. 
The building contains 
190 rooms, the kitchens, pantries, cold- 
storage rooms, dining rooms, closets, 
store-room s, etc., being on the b ase­ 
ment floor. 
The Sanatorium Building 
Tuberculosis being one cif the dis­ 
eases to which p rin ters are espec ially 
liable, it is not surprising that the 
ravages of this disease caused many 
to seek shelter and care at the home. 
At the convention in 1896 the advisa­ 
bility of a hospital building was dis­ 
cussed and the following resolution 
was unanim ously adopted: 
" T h a t an assessment of 50 eel Is 
on each m em ber in th e ju risd ictio n 
of th e In te rn a tio n al T ypographical 
Union 
shall 
bo levied 
to 
provide 
funds to build a hospital annex to 
th e Union P rin te rs H om e.” 


T he hospital building was located 
Just south of the main stru ctu re, eov 
ering a space of 50x90 feet, and was 
originally but two stories in height 
The dem ands for adm ission 
to this 
building having outgrown its capacity 
the board of trustees, at its annual 
m eeting in September, 1902. decided to 
increase the num ber of rooms by add­ 
ing another story. T he architects who 
designed the original building w ere in­ 
structed to prepare plaus for the new 
addition and to carry out the general 
scheme of the lower stories. 
T his 
method was followed and work was 
com menced on the im provem ent early 
in Jan u ary , 1903, and com pleted iii 
April of the sam e year. T he architec 
ture of the hospital is in keeping with 
th a t of the main building, the super 
stru ctu re being of Castle Rock lava 
stone. 
The Tents 
In 1904 ten tents w ere erected near 
the hospital building for the use of 
tuberculous patients. 
They proved to 
be such a valuable acquisition to the 
hospital service in the trea tm e n t of 
lung trouble, that IO more w ere added 


in 1907.

The tents are steam -heated, 
lighted by eleclrb ify, and have a sys- 
ern of electric hells, by which the or- 
upants fan Immediately summon a 
nurse. 
With 20 tents and the hospital given 
p to tuberculous residents, there was 
need of a central building for their 
se. To supply this want a new build­ 
ing, called the solarium , w’as erected 
in 1907. 
The Open- Air Bai Ilion 
After the completion of the solarium 
it was found th a t still more space was 
ceded for tuberculous residents, and 
ti open a ir pavilion was erected that 
will accom m odate 30 p atien ts,th u s giv­ 
ing the home at this time hospital a c ­ 
com m odations for 145 people. 
The experim ental stage In open air 
reatm ent for tuberculosis has long 
since been passed. 
Fully 50 per cent 
of the patients who have th e advan- 
age of "tent life” and the reg en erat­ 
ing rays of the Colorado sun, have re- 
o te red health and strength and have 
been enabled to again assum e business 
duties. 
T here are many tent colonies 
n Colorado, hut few of them compare, 
with the T uberculosis Sanatorium ut 
the home. 


The Lnundrj mid Heating rian t 
The laundry and heating plant is lo­ 
uted about IO feet east of the main 
building and hospital, and covers 6,100 
aqiiurc feet. 
T he dim ensions of the 
laundry are 30x59 feet. 
Its machinery 
equipm ent da ample, and of the latest 
••sign and hest quality. 
The steriliz­ 
ing ami disinfecting ap p a ratu s in use 
educes to u minim um the chances of 
ontagion 
through 
the 
medium 
of 
hulling, etc., used by the sick. 
To the south of the laundry is the 
engine 
room. 
T his 
room 
is 
large 
enough to accom m odate two dynamos, 
should the home Install an electric 
lighting system. Two 150 horse-power 
w ater-tube hollers have been installed, 
aking th e place of the two 40 horse­ 
power hollers which were purchased 
when th e home was established. 
The second story contains 15 largo 
lee ping rooms, with necessary lava- 
ory accom m odations. 
These rooms 
fire used by the m ale employes of the 
listttutton. 
The Library 
The original library of the home 
contained 
about 3,000 books. 
T his 
num ber has been Increased from time 
to time until ut present tho library 
ontains nearly 10,000 volumes. 
The 
homes receives IOO papers, including 
many of the leading dallies, weeklies 
and monthlies, together with several 
religious 
and 
literary 
publications. 
Many m agazines are received through 
tho courtesy of their publishers, and 
the home subscribes for two copies of 
each of the leading monthlies. 
T he 
library is supplied with literature that 
would he a credit to any institution. 
Superintendent** Cottage 
The superintendent and his family 
occupy a six-room m odern cottage, lo­ 
uted a short distance north of the 
main building. This dw elling Is heated 
by steam and lighted by electricity, 
and is connected by telephone with 
every departm ent of the institution. 
The outside w alls are of white lava 
stone, sim ilar to th a t used In the other 
buildings. 
This addition 
was com ­ 
pleted in 1900, its cost, including fu r­ 
nishings, being $3,400. 


Barn* and Lire Stock 
In 1907 the stock b arns were p a rti­ 
ally destroyed by fire. New barns and 
sh e d s,presenting a handsom e architec­ 
tural appearance and In keeping with 
the substantial ch aracter of the other 
home buildings, w ere erected at a cost 
of about $5,500, 
D uring the year 1916
